HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

THE CANNER doesn’t favor the use of artificial col- 
oring matter in canned goods of any description, nor 
is there a demand on the part of canners for their use, 
but we nevertheless can see no serious objection to a 
color that is intended to please the eye rather than 
deceive the consumer, and which in fact doesn’t de- 
ceive the consumer into believing the article other 
than what it really is. Why shouldn’t coloring that 
isn’t injurious to health and that doesn’t conceal in- 
feriority, if that be possible, be permitted in food prod- 
ucts, when the sole reason for its use is to improve its 
appearance? Half the labor of mankind is expended 
in efforts to please the eye. 

a * * 

Canners’ crops are developed, or undeveloped, 
enough to call to mind the following remark of an ex- 
perienced western canned goods man: “What a God- 
send it would be to the business if the packers of this 
country would cease trying to work miracles and 
would contract, plant, cultivate and pack a little 
smaller acreage during the months of December, Jan- 
uary and February.” If they would it seldom would 
be necessary for a canner to buy back future contracts 
at higher prices or make purchases in the open mar- 
ket later to fill orders booked previous to an advance 
caused by an actual or prospective shortage. Experi- 
ence teaches that it is well to keep a check on the 
mid-winter dream pack. 

x * 

Trade conditions over the country seem steady, this 
being based upon the summaries of the leading com- 
mercial agencies. In their weekly comments Brad- 
street’s says: “Crop and trade reports are irregular, 
but there is a slight improvement visible as a whole, 
owing to higher temperatures. This is most marked 
in the grain growing sections of the west, southwest, 
and northwest. Leading eastern markets report retail 
trade lagging, and, as a whole, the country’s distribu- 
tive trade needs steady warm weather to enable the 
heavy retail business of the spring of 1906 being 
equalled.” Dun’s report on the general state of busi- 
ness says that “latest reports indicate that warm 
weather in some states and much needed rains in other 
sections have given the tardy grain and cotton a better 
start. Leading manufacturing industries have not 
curtailed operations.” Dun’s report on trade condi- 
tions in the Chicago district notes: “Dealings in the 
wholesale branches made a fair aggregate. Mercan- 
tile collections continue to be encouraging, defaults 
showing a comparatively small number and including 
none of special significance. sank statements this 
week exhibit deposits at the highest level.”

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Increased Minimum Carload Unjust. 


interests of packers of canned goods will

“y uffer if the Railway Classification Commit- 
yeas tee carries out the contemplated raise in its 
a classification, effective July 1, advancing the 
minimum weight of a car of canned fruits or vegetables 
to 30,000 pounds instead of the present minimum, 
which is 30,000 pounds. Such a movement is on foot 
and unless very vigorous protests against it are lodged 
with the general officers of the railroads, canners at- 
tempting to deliver their 1907 contracts will find 
themselves up against a serious proposition. 

[t will be a hardship upon canned goods packers if 
the minimum carload is increased on such short no- 
tice. It would be very unfair should it be increased 
at all, but to change the classification with such a brief 
announcement of the committee’s intentions would be 
highly unjust to a class of shippers from whom the 
railroads derive a very large revenue. 

The chief reason why it would be unjust to pass a 
rule making the minimum weight of an official car- 
load 36,000 pounds instead of 30,000 pounds as at 
present, is that canned goods packers have made heavy 
sales of futures this year and we do not hesitate to 
say that a great many of them have sold out their 
prospective packs of the various lines and would there- 
fore be totally unable to furnish additional goods to 
raise their cars to the 36,000 pounds, even if buyers 
would consent to revise (increase) their orders. The 
passing of such a rule would amount to scarcely less 
than the confiscation of part of the packers’ profits on 
his sales of straight cars. It would cost each indi- 


vidual canner a considerable sum of money. 

The minimum carload should not be increased by 
6,000 pounds now or at any time, as the majority of 
canned goods buyers do not place single orders for 
quantities exceeding the present minimum carload of, 
for instance, corn or tomatoes, 750 and 500 cases re- 
spectively, and some of them cannot well place larger 
orders. It has been proposed at various times to in- 
érease the minimum carload of canned fruits from 
California, but by prompt and vigorous action the 
coast packers each time succeeded in persuading the 
railroads to abandon the idea. Western packers also 
may be able to convince the Railway Classification 
Committee of the injustice of the radical change pro- 
posed, but instant action will be necessary or the rule 
will be passed, and once passed it will be exceedingly 
difficult to have it rescinded. 

Under the circumstances the packers having all or 
the bulk of their 1907 output sold ahead, a general 
upsetting of calculations would ensue upon the rais- 
ing of the carload above the prevailing minimum. 
The freight-rate calculations would be completely up- 
set, and there would result numerous complications 
between packers and buyers. Protests, setting forth 
the objections of the canners, should be dispatched 
at once to the officials of the railroads interested. 
Each packer should take the pains to state fully his 
reasons for opposing the contemplated change, so 
that the officials would be apprised of the importance 
of the matter and gain a thorough understanding of 
how injuriously the larger carload would affect the 
packers’ business. 


Ready for the Real Work. 


, HE opinion prevails in Washington that the 


s#ae national pure food law into effect is about to 


real work of the officials who are to put the 


begin, and in a certain way this will cause a 
general sigh of relief. In a sense, a more or less large 
percentage of interests affected by the law have been 
under a strain. First, there was the wrangling be- 
tween officials and manufacturers over the framing of 
the bill; then the conflicting reports about what Con- 
gress was going to do to it when it came before the 
Solons, with a generous admixture of this and that 
concerning the portentous intentions, determinations, 
etc., arrived at by Doctor Wiley; while since the pas- 
sage of the Act the delay in putting it in operation, 
due, as one correspondent says, to a “series of inci- 
dents that have been beyond the control of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture,” quite naturally has got on the 
nerves of some of the manufacturers and distributors, 
hence the human-like anxiety to see the thing started 
and the feeling of relief that at last the start is going 
to be made without further ado or delay. 

A sizable squad—(no other word should be used in 
describing an aggregation gathered under the wing of 
Dr. Wiley)—of chemists and inspectors has been col- 
lected and will be put to work instanter, or, better, 
within a week or so, after a thorough coaching on the 
wiles of the food fakir and taught to recognize an 


adulterant when they see it, and told to conduct their 
searches with diligence and lynx-eyed watchfulness. 
This is to be the initial step in- the process of enforce- 
ment; the second will be the institution of action 
against those who violate its provisions, at which time 
the rub will come. 

No class of food manufacturers views the long-de- 
ferred commencement of food law enforcement more 
complacently than the packers of canned goods, the 
application of which term is limited strictly to vege- 
tables, fruits, fish, and meats sterilized and put up in 
hermetically sealed tin packages. We have always 
maintained and again assert that foods of this class 
are the best, purest and most wholesome in the world, 
and this being incontrovertibly true, the producers of 
canned goods have absolutely nothing to fear. They 
will calmly welcome the advance guard of inspectors 
and invite them to look into every nook and corner of 
their canning plants. On the score of purity, canned 
goods will be found to be all right. The only basis 
on which there is a probability that a canner will be 
charged with violation of the food law will be some 
irregularity in regard to the labels, and there is cer- 
tain to be few cases even of this kind, because packers 
of canned goods have made every effort to have their 
1907 labels comply strictly with the rulings of the 
Pure Food Commission, and doubtless practically all 
have effected such alterations as were necessary.

CANNED GOODS MARKET 


ee 














The week reviewed has further emphasized the fea- 
tures of strength which have been brought prominent- 
ly to the front by the backwardness of the season, 
which, taking it altogether, is almost without parallel 
within the recollection of present-day packers. Al- 
though the last day or two have been somewhat warm- 
er throughout the country, the weather has been gen- 
erally cold beyond precedent, especially in the north- 
ern tier of states, or in all the country northward of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. Frosts and snows have 
fallen within the week, and even if the temperature 
has risen in the last day or two, the season for all 
products is backward, according to variety, from one 
to three weeks, while a few isolated reports assert 
that tomatoes are as much as thirty days late. Ad- 
vices describing tomatoes as a full month late are 
very exceptional, however, for few say this vege- 
tabie is more than three weeks behind in development, 
and the majority of direct reports from packers in all 
tomato-canning states of importance refer to the sea- 
son as about a fortnight behindhand. 

Tue CANNER has made a canvass of most of the 
large tomato-packing sections during the past week 
and publishes a considerable number of reports in its 
correspondence columns in this issue.. Our inquiries 
for information concerning the crop were not re- 
sponded to as freely as we had hoped for, yet it will 
be seen that the letters published in this number cover 
many of the leading districts producing this staple, 
throwing much light on conditions and the progress 
of the crop to the first of the present week. Vir- 
tually every report received lays emphasis on the un- 
usual lateness of tomatoes in getting started, the pos- 
sible ultimate effect of which is far too well under- 
stood to require elaboration. A late start means sim- 
ply a shortened season, a sma!ler number of days in- 
tervening from the time of setting out the plants in 
the fields until the first killing frost falls, counting 
upon frost falling on or about the average date of its 
first appearance, usually in September. It is possible, 
of course, for uniformly favorable weather following 
such a spring as we have experienced this year to ad- 
vance crops so rapidly as to overcome a loss of a 
week or ten days around planting time, but no amount 
of good weather later on could overcome conditions 
resulting from a delay of two to three weeks in the 
earliest part of the season. 

We, however, aren’t predicting a shortage in the 
1907 tomato pack. There is an increased acreage as 
compared with 1906, and with good weather during 
the balance of the season and frost holding off at least 
until the average date of the first fall freeze, we antici- 
pate a good-sized production, and are strong in the 
conviction that a large supply of canned tomatoes 
will be needed. 

Baltimore tomato advices are all one way, that is, 
bullish without exception. We quote the following 
from a report received from there the first of the 
week: “The week opened stronger on spot tomatoes, 
caused by more frost and a hailstorm last Sunday, and 
the tomato market promptly stiffened tip because 
of it.” 

A second report from a well-known Baltimore 
source spoke of tomatoes as follows: “The market 
on tomatoes is in very much better shape. Buying is 
good from all sections and tomatoes are going out 
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considerably more freely than was expected. There is 
a great scarcity of unlabeled goods. Futures are in 
heavy demand from all sections. The market closed 
decidedly stronger than last week. In fact, a great 
many packers have withdrawn from the market.” 
Tomatoes— 

The spot tomato market is very strong at present 
at $1.00 per dozen, f. o. b. factory. This is better than 
last week’s price. There are no western goods left, 
so far as we are able to learn, at less than $1.00 per 
dozen at the factory, and only a very limited quantity 
at any price, as western packers, almost without ex- 
ception, are sold out of old goods. We hear a quota- 
tion on standard Indiana No. 3 tomatoes at $1.05, 
f. o. b. Chicago; $3.65, f. o. b. Indiana factory, on a 
small lot of No. 10 tomatoes. On futures packers en- 
tertain very firm ideas, and those that will accept ad- 
ditional orders for 1907 packing are asking 871%4c to 
goc, f. o. b. factory. Sales at the latter figure have 
been made this week. Indiana packers, however, are 
practically out of the market on future tomatoes. 
New York advices note a firmer market; also that 
western buyers have been placing future tomato or- 
ders in the East. Last reports from New York indi- 
cate that spot tomatoes show an upward tendency, 
with offerings sparingly made. New Jersey future 3s 
are quoted at 95c, f. o. b. factory. The tomato mar- 
ket at Baltimore is covered by our correspondent in 
his letter in another column. 

Corn— 

Buyers have continued during the week reviewed to 
exhibit a fair amount of interest in old corn, 1906 
packing. The feeling on spot standard western is 
fully as strong as a week ago, but it can hardly be 
described as really stronger, though the article isn’t 
as sick as it was a couple of months ago. There are 
offerings of western standard at 52%c to 55c factory, 
if there are any offerings being made at lower figures 
we have not heard of them. The lowest quotation 
that we have heard this week on future western stand- 
ard is 55c, f. o. b. Indiana and Ohio factories. Towa 
packers’ price on futures is 57%4c, f. 0. b. factory. Re- 
ports from New York note a quiet interest in state 
futures, with quotations ranging from 65c to 7oc. 
Spot corn is firm in New York, with only limited 
quantities of desirable quality available. 

Peas— 

High prices are obtainable on the odds and ends of 
spot peas discoverable. But the clean-up of old peas 
is one of the closest on record. In the west the can- 
ning season is delayed in Wisconsin and the other pea- 
canning sections this side of the Alleganies. We pub- 
lished extensive pea crop reports in our last issue, de- 
voting attention this week to tomato reports. New 
York advices note a very firm market on both spot 
and future peas, with a higher tendency on all grades. 
The packing season on this vegetable has already 
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opened in Baltimore, though only in a half-hearted 
sort of way. Sales of new packing Baltimore stand- 
ards are reported to have been made at $1.10, f. 0. b. 
Advices on that market note more or less inquiry for 
the new goods, but packers are not at present in posi- 
tion to offer peas very freely. One commission con- 
cern there states that it might be able to buy future 
No. 2 second Junes at 8oc, standard at goc, for sea- 
son delivery, good Baltimore brands. 


Beans 

String beans are one of the lines on which there has 
been a very close clean-up this year. They are scarce 
in all parts of the country. Advices from Baltimore 
say that market is entirely cleaned up on this article. 
Spinach is quoted there at $1.15 for No. 3 standard; 
$3.75 for No. 10, prompt shipment; sweet potatoes, 
Soc for No. 3 standard, dry pack. Other quotatoes, 
f. o. b. Baltimore, are: No. 2 standard green lima 
beans, 85c; No. 2 standard succotash, Maine style, 
75c; No. 3 standard okra and tomatoes, 95c; No. 2 
plain okra, 70c ; No. 3, sold out; No. 3 standard sauer- 
kraut, 67%2c; No. 3 standard hominy, 65c; No. 3 
standard beets, $1.00; No. 3 standard whole leaf 
spinach, $1.15. We hear of spot No. 3 Ohio and In- 
diana standard pumpkin quoted at 50c per doz., f. o. 
b. factory, and No. 1o standard Indiana at $1.85 for 
spot and $1.80 for future; No. 3 Wisconsin sauer- 
kraut, spot, f. o. b. factory, 70c; futures, 65c; Indiana 
packing spot, f. o. b. factory, 62%c; future, same 
price; No. 3 Ohio spot kraut, 7oc ; futures, 65c. 
Asparagus— 

There is no news in the asparagus situation, as con- 
ditions are unchanged since our last report. The Cal- 
ifornia pack will be divided pro rata among buyers. 
Since the announcement of prices on 1907 asparagus 
by the Central California Canneries we have not heard 
of opening quotations being announced by any other 
coast interests. The Central’s figures were printed in 
this column last week. 

Fruits 

All descriptions and offerings of canned fruits are 
very firm, though actual business is restricted by the 
smallness of stocks of spot goods. The prospects 
seem favorable for a very good pack of fruits in Cal- 
ifornia, with the exception of apricots. The apricot 
crop is well known now to be exceedingly short. Re- 
garding the probable apricot pack, the “Fruit Grower” 
states that “The proportion of the whole crop that 
canners need is such that even in short crop years can- 
ners usually get enough fruit for their use, the only 
difference being in the cost of the raw material. This 
year the cost of both fruit and labor will be high and 
doubtless prices for canned goods will rule accord- 
ingly.” The canning of white cherries started some 
days ago on the coast. Late reports indicate that 
the crop will be about an average one. No prices 


have been made on the fruit as yet by the California 
canners. Another advice states that prospects are for 
an average crop of pears and plums in California. 
Prices on all coast canned fruits, however, will be 
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higher for well known reasons. 


Neither Michigan 
nor eastern packers have as yet made prices on 1907 


peaches. Baltimore reports the market practically 
cleaned up, excepting for a limited quantities of No, 
3 pies at $1.05, No. 3 second yellows at $1.35, No, 3 
whites at $1.30, No. 3 standard yellows at $1.75, No,

Sardimes-- 

Domestic sardines are unchanged, remaining on a 
firm basis. Demand is steady within moderate limits. 
There is talk of the possibility of higher prices on ac- 
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count of the increased cost of packing incident to the 
rise in oil. 
Oysters— 

Cove oysters are very scarce and firm. Baltimore 
reports note that stocks there are nearly cleaned up. 
Some quotations there are as follows: No. 1 extra 
lunch, $1.25; No. 1 5-0z. standards, 95c; No. 1 5-oz. 
standards, tall cans, $1.00; No. I 4-0z. cove, 90@9Q5c ; 
No. 1 light weights, 50c. 

Salmon— e 

Although the trade has been looking for opening 
prices on Columbia river chinooks all week, the fig- 
ures have not yet been received. We refer, of course, 
to the figures by the Columbia River Packers’ Asso- 
ciation. At the end of last week one interest named 
prices of $1.10 for halves, $1.70 for talls and $1.85 
for flats, f. o. b. coast. The latest advices from Co- 
lumbia river indicate that the run of chinooks con- 
tinues light. Spot stocks, which are small, are 
frm and show an upward tendency. The prospect 
is that prices on salmon will reach a higher level on 
the various grades than at present prevails. One of 
the foremost salmon authorities, Mr. F. A. Aplin, 
New York representative of the J. K. Armsby Co., de- 
scribes the demand for early shipments of Columbia 
river salmon as “unprecedented,” and says that “It is 
an open secret that sales on fancy chinook salmon sub- 
ject to approval of prices when named are far in ex- 
cess of the most sanguine predictions for the possible 
pack of 1907, and that is in face of buyers having been 
very freely advised that prices when named would in 
all probability be at least 1oc per dozen higher on talls, 
15c on flats and 5c on halves than last season.” 
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Conditions are very much excited in dried fruits, 
and offerings are very limited in both spots and fu- 
tures. Prunes are worth, futures, Santa Claras, 4™%c, 
basis; outside, 4c; spot stock, 3%c, Santa Claras. In 
the raisin market spot stocks are almost exhausted ; 
futures are quoted at 834¢ for fancy, 8%c for choice. 
Spot apricots are cleaned out. The market is firm 
on evaporated apples at 7c for prime, 734c to 8c for 
choice, 8'4c for extra choice, toc for fancy. Waste is 
worth 3c, chops, 2c to 2%c. 





| PICKLES AND KRAUT. 





Vatruns are held at $1.15 per bushel. In vinegar 
mediums are held at $5.00 basis for 30-gal. barrels, 
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f. o. b. Chicago. The tendency is so strongly in the 
direction of higher prices that it is expected a further 
advance will be scored within a week. Prices are lift- 
ing on both pickles and vinegar. A Southern concern 
sent an inquiry here during the week for twenty cars 
of pickles, to be taken out during the next ninety days, 
we understand. This was a factor in stiffening the 
ideas of holders. Sauerkraut is scarce, with prices 
tending upward. A prediction was heard on Tuesday 
that kraut would advance 50c to 75¢ a cask during the 
week. 
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Cans— 

The packers’ can situation is featureless. Condi- 
tions are precisely as they were last week; no changes 
in prices have been announced. Leading manufactur- 
ers’ prices, as quoted below, are the same as we have 
been quoting for weeks past:

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Say Food Officials Exceed Their Power. 


The committee on pure food at the manufacturers’ 
convention in New York City last week criticised 
some of the regulations made for the enforcement of 
the federal food and drugs act. The committee’s re- 
port read in part as follows: 

“Your committee, sometimes individually more than col- 
lectively, has taken part in the discussions and counsels held 
to fix the rules and _ regulations for the enforcement of the 
national food law. It is the opinion of your committee that 
in the main such published regulations, so far as perfected, 
are ample fully to protect the consuming public against in- 
jury and to safeguard against fraudulent and deceitful adul- 
teration. 

“From the standpoint of the manufacturer such regulations 
are clearly so exactingly technical as to be absurd. We hold 
that a frank, comprehensive declaration upon labels attached 
to food products showing their true character, origin and 
condition carries every possible safety against fraud and de- 
ception, and that to attempt, as the Federal authorities are 
doing, to regulate the precise order of words upon a label, 
is not only beyond their legal power, but totally without rea- 
son. 

“Your committee is advised that the powers of the law- 
making body go only so far as to require reasoné ible regula- 
tions to prohibit injury to the health of the consumers of 
foods, and to prevent fraud in the sale thereof. From such 
rights, let us say necessities, cannot arise the power to pre- 
scribe the size of type or restrict displ 1y upon a label, pro- 
vided that no statement or design is deceitful or misleading. 

“The great question as to the use of certain substances in 
certain prepared foods for the purpose of preservation is to- 
day shrouded in doubt and uncertainty. Practically all manu- 
facturers agree that in a certain few prepared foods a preser- 
vative is absolutely necessary to render the same capable of 
commercial distribution. Whether the substances now em- 
ployed for such preservation and in use as such are injurious 
to human beings is a scientific question, and in the judgment 
of your committee should be fully investigated and under- 
stood before a conclusion is arrived at, and food products 
condemned in a wholesale way to whose use no case of in- 





jury has ever been traced. 
in its effect upon the consumer, food manufacturer, distriby- 
tor and producer—merits the attention and conclusion of the 
best scientists and specialists obtainable; and obviously such 
conclusion should be reached in the interest of the common 
good by the Government, but upon the advice and findings 
of such scientists and specialists. 

“Your committee regrets that the present inconsiste ‘ney and 
lack of uniformjty between national and individual. State 
laws, as well as between State laws themselves, have pro- 
duced a condition of never-ending conflict of authority, re- 
sulting in a great embarrassment and continued loss and un- 
expense to the manufacturer and distributor of 
food products. When once a national law of even and just 
intent is upon the statute books, then all State statutes 
should be brought into comformity with it, and one broad 
rule of conduct then obtain in every locality of our coun- 
try. 

“In conclusion your committee recommends to this asso- 
ciation that in food matters— 

“First—Scientific questions be settled by the United States 
Government employing, first and foremost, special authority, 

“Second—The improvement of the national food law more 
fully to embrace competent protection to the consumer jin all 
food products equally. 

“Third—The operation of the National Food and Drug 
Act should be carefully noted and its existing defects reme- 
died by additional legislation. When once the national law 
is upon a just and firm basis, all State legislation should be 
brought in harmony with it, in order that the interstate dis- 
tribution of food products can be conducted upon a uniform 
basis. 

“Fourth—That all food laws, being criminal laws, should 
be written in the plainest possible language, susceptible of 
only one interpretation, and that within the comprehension, 
like the laws of Moses, of the average mind.”

advanced their limit to about 52%%4c factory. 

There are very few or no early June peas in the hands 
of the jobbers and a gdéod many of them are in the market. 
Generally, all packers, however, have withdrawn. 

Stocks of canned fruits are ‘about on a general average. 
Jobbers have enough to carry them through the season, al- 
though some of them are inquiring for peaches, but not to 
any great extent. The Memphis market is fairly in good 
shape on most items. 

On the general average, we should call stocks in jobbers’ 
hands fair. In other words, they may go through the sea 
son without being pinched and if short, would likely buy 
from their neighbors, rather than go in very heavily before 
their futures come in.

Epiror, CANNER: Many changes have been crowded into 
the spot canned goods market during the week just passed. 
Several lines show material advances. This, is particularly 
noticeable in pears, sweet potatoes, sauer kraut and apples. 
The stocks of pears held in Baltimore have been quietly 
going out for several weeks, and buyers suddenly awoke to 
this fact last week. In addition to this, the reports are 
prevalent that the coming pear crop has been seriously in- 
jured, not by frost, but by unusual wet weather at the time 
the trees were in blossom, which prevented the blossoms from 
setting. These things combined put the market up toc per 
dozen in the course of two or three days, and the end of the 
advance is = yet in sight. No. 3 sweet potatoes have ad- 

vanced to 85¢ per dozen, and bid fair to go higher. No. 3 
kraut is now held at 7oc, and is also likely to go higher, Ap- 
ples are held at 75¢ to 80c for No. 3, and No. 10 at $2.30 to 
$2.40. These are sure to advance still further as all pie 
fruit is very scarce, and the stocks of apples are unusually 
light for this time of the year. 

I always studiously avoid, as far as possible, putting my- 
self in the position where I can be classed amongst those 
people who delight in saying “I told you so,” but for the 
purpose of looking ahead on two or three other lines, I am 
compelled to refer in a general way to some of my recent 
letters. For two or three months I have been calling at- 
tention to all of the lines of goods above mentioned, saying 
that conditions pointed to substantial advances during the 
spring. These have now materialized. I am just as certain 
that one other line is going to advance. This line is the much 
despised corn. One reason why apples and sweet potatoes 
advanced was because the holders plucked up a little cour- 
age and asked more money, and some of them were actually 
surprised when they got it. Corn is in just the same condi- 
tion. If the holders had nerve enough to ask higher prices 
they would be able to sell just as much as they are now 
doing at the very low figures. What the sellers want just at 
this time is more confidence. They have been working along 
for a year or two feeling that the main point that they had 
to strive for was to get rid of their goods, and they have 
often done this without taking any notice of the profit and 
loss account. If they will now ask prices for their present 
stocks that will show them a profit for carrying, they will 
find the orders come in just as surely as they did when they 
were selling goods at a loss.

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As far as corn is concerned, however, some of the largest 
holders are not anxious to see the market advance for a few 
weeks, and they are therefore sitting quiet, refusing business 
but yet making no effort to boom the market. They feel 
that if a jump was to take place too early in corn it would 
have the effect of‘inducing some packers to increase their 
acreage, and to induce others who did not expect to pack any 
to suddenly decide to put an acreage, and an advance just 
at this time would have the effect of making too large a pack 
during the coming season. -It is therefore to the corn packer’s 
interest that the spot corn market should re 
week or two longer. Jobbers, however, are very likely to 
wake up to the fact very suddenly before the first of July 
that the stocks of corn are not unlimited, and that they will 
have to pay an advance of from toc to 15c per dozen over 
to-day’s market. 

The weather still remains very cool and wet. 
are having rather too much rain for some crops. Peas are 
said to be looking well, but they will be very late. Very lit- 
tle packing has been done up to the present in Baltimore, 
but it is expected that receipts of raw material will be more 
plentiful this week, and that packing will begin in real earn- 
est. There is not likely to be any low priced raw material 
available, however, whilst this cool weather continues. Should 
we have a period of hot dry weather at the beginning of 
June, then we may look for a glut, but not otherwise. 

The continued wet weather is interfering considerably with 
the planting and cultivating of tomatoes. The growers would 
now welcome a few warm and dry days. Considerable com- 
plaint is expressed by the tomato growers about the shortage 
of tomato plants, particularly through the seed not coming 
up well on account of the wet weather and also because a 
good many plants were killed by the frost. Growers in some 


In fact, we 


sections are buying freely from their more favored neigh- 
bors in other sections. I do not believe, however, that this 


shortage of plants will have much, if any, effect in reducing 
the tomato acreage. 

The spot tomato market is firmer, and as the stocks of 
old goods are now pretty well cleaned up, as far as Balti- 
more is concerned, a further advance is almost certain. Fu- 
tures are also firmer. It is impossible now to buy any No. 3 
standard tomatoes at 81c, f. 0. b. country, the lowest figure 
now named being 82%c. As far as shipment from Baltimore 
is concerned, the market is 65c for No. 2 and 85c for No. 3 
There is not likely to be any easing off in prices whilst the 
demand keeps up to its present volume. 

The few lines of spot small fruits, of which there are any 
stocks in Baltimore are in very active demand. ‘These are 
practically only blackberries ard gooseberries. Blackberries 
are held at 62'4c, and gooseberries at 82%c to 85c. These 
goods will all be sold out before new packing season opens. 
Future small fruits are even stronger than what I reported 
last week when I called attention to the considerable ad- 
vance in several, lines. The demand continues very heavy, 
and as the opening of the new season will be late on account 
of the cool weather prev ailing, there is sure to be a scramble 
for the fruit when it does begin to come into the market. 
A few strawberries have already been packed, but the fruit 
was only what is called “set outs,” which means that they

send away to other cities for raw consumption. 
Future string beans are firmer, being now quoted at 6oc 
for No. 2 and $2.40 to $2.50 for No. 10.

Epitor CANNER: Another week of cold, unseasonable 
weather has passed, and we do not seem a "day nearer to 
planting time than a week ago. The ground is cold, and the 
warmth can best be known when it is a matter of record that 
snow fell briskly at Moose Head lake in this state last Wed- 
nesday, while ice made nearly every night throughout Maine 
last week. Within the next fortnight the story will be known 
as to planting, for after that the chances are at the minimum, 
Every effort is being made by our packers for acreage, since 


unless increased, the pack will be even smaller than was 
anticipated. Futures were contracted for last week at from 


85 to 9goc, which statement fulfills my prophecy. Very, very 
little can now be purchased for future delivery, while the 
spot article of desirable quality is hard to find. Many large 
buyers have increased their contracts during the past week. 
Such is the exact situation at the present time—as one might 
say on the first of June. It is “cold comfort.” It needs no 
comment among business men. 

The pack of lobsters must be very short, for the open 
time is nearly at an end. High as prices are, if pocket books 
do not go out on a strike, it will be strange. This fish has 
become the aristocrat of the sea, and may yet become an 
extinct species. As conditions seem just now, it will cost 
something to look at a label. 

Although the clam beds have been gone over, as it were 
with a fine togth comb, and the pack increased, even at the 
advance, many orders may go unfilled. The high price, and 
shortage of oysters accounts for much of this. The advance 
in price has come to stay, and will probably go higher this 
year. Practically the packing season is over. 

No bluebacks have been packed, but the possible pack has 
been well contracted for. So far the water is too cold for 
the fish to run north. 

Spot gallon apples are very scarce, but, as yet, there is no 
demand for consumption. Should it appear, as no doubt it 
will, and very soon, Maine may have to go to New York 
for a supply. We have nothing left in packers hands with 
which to supply the demand for squash or pumpkin, and but 
little in the hands of jobbers. I do not know of enough spot 
blueberries to amount to anything, but the future pack i 
pretty well sold up from $1.17% to $1.20. Now right here 
I wish to say that I think some packers who put up hand 
picked and nice stock, may be higher—but these have not 
named a price. If the reader will stop and consider a mo- 
ment, noting that the blueberry is a wild berry, and that no 
one can tell as to even the probabilities until they bloom, 
several weeks from now, he will see that the sales for “fu-

Eprror CANNER: The present most evident feature of the 
canned salmon market is the very decided interest that is 
being taken on the part of the jobbers throughout the United 
States, unusual at this time of the year, when the opening 
prices on the 1907 pack are still so many months away. 
The aroused interest of the buyers can only be attributed to 
the fact that they have awakened to the intelligence that the 
spot stocks in the hands of the packers at the present time 


is the lightest by a very large per cent for years. Buyers are 
eviderxtly anticipating a raise in prices on the part of the 
packers on spot stocks before opening prices are named, 


and desire to stock up at the prevailing quotations. Indeed, 
some advance has already been made on certain grades and 
this has awakened the jobbers to the fact that the talks of 
pending advances in spot stocks has not been an idle one. 
The Alaska Packers’ Association, for instance, notified their 
brokers that on and after April 15th, the price on Red Alaska 
salmon would be $1 per dozen f. 0. b. coast, and Peer 
on that date the raise in price went into effect and the last 
chance of the jobbers to secure this grade of salmon at the 
opening price of 1906 had passed, as the balance of the pack- 
ers are controlled, or, rather, influenced to a large extent 
by the prices named by the Packers’ Association, who control 

large portion of the pack. Brokers also believe it will be 
the last chance for several years to buy Red Alaska salmon 
under $1 a dozen, f. o. b. coast. “ 

The demand for all grades of canned salmon during the 
entire winter has been much greater than ever before. At 
one time it was believed that the general agitation against 
canned goods would hurt the consumption of canned salmon. 
Now the trade papers are discussing the question as to 
whether or not the agitation against canned meats did not 
materially aid the consumption of salmon throughout the 
United States and the United Kingdom. The sanitary meth- 


ods of salmon packing have been well exploited and it is 
thought that former consumers of canned meats have ac- 


cepted canned salmon to some extent as a welcome substitute. 
J. K. Armsby Co., of San Francisco, state that the consump- 
tion of canned salmon in the United States has doubled in 
the past year and attribute this increase to the growing ap- 
preciation on the part of the public that canned salmon is one

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Secretary Wiley Says Tomato Crop is Back- 

ward; Talks on Other Topics. 

Secretary Friend F. Wiley, of the Western Pack- 
ers’ Canned Goods association, was in Chicago Mon- 
day and Tuesday, making his headquarters at the of- 
fices of the J. M. Paver Co., 53 River street. One of 
the chief objects of his visit was to confer with Chi- 
cago Health Commissioner Evans as to the course 
that will be followed by the local Health Department 
with regard to condemned canned goods. 


Swelled Canned Goods. 
Tuesday,” said Secretary 
the local health commission- 


“T had an interview 
Wiley, “with Dr. Evans,

er, in regard to the condemning of swelled canned 
goods in Chicago jobbers’ stocks. | Commissioner 
Evans advised me that the Chicago officials had con- 
cluded arrangments by which, after goods have been 
condemned by inspectors, they are to remain in the 
wholesale house where found for a period of fifteen 
days, and that the wholesalers are to notify the pack- 
ers when goods are condemned, and that they are 
being held subject to their orders. At the expiration 
of fifteen days, if the packer has not given disposition 
of the condemned goods, the Health Department will 
proceed to destroy them. During the period of fif- 
teen days, however, the packer has the privilege of 
having his broker make examination of goods that 





have been condemned and in case the broker makes 
a favorable report the packer has the right to order 
then returned to him. Jobbers must give the health 
authorities satisfactory evidence of the return of 
goods to the packer or else deliver them to the Health 
Department to be destroyed. ‘Canned meats and fish 
that are swollen or otherwise detrimental to health or 
unfit for food will be condemned, removed and de- 
stroyed immediately. 

“IT found Dr. Evans,” concluded Secretary Wiley, 

“to be a very fairminded man who wants to do what i is 
absolutely right in regard to condemning swelled 
goods, without working hardship either on the whole- 
sale grocers or the packers in general.” 

Tomatoes Very Backward. 

Referring to the effect of the backward spring on 
tomatoes, Secretary Wiley stated that the season is 
too late for any sort of weather, no matter how fav- 
orable, to overcome the present lateness. Plants that 
have been transplanted have been retarded on account 
of the low temperature and cold rains, and it will take 
a week of good sunshine to get the plants in a good 
healthy condition. We will not be able to get any of 
our plants late enough for the field setting before the 
first of June. Of course, it is too early to give any- 
thing definite in regard to the future stand and the 
yield of fruit from the vines, as that will be governed 
entirely by the season. 

Change in Minimum Carload. 

Secretary Wiley is taking a leading part in the 
movement of the Western canners to prevail upon the 
Railway Classification Committee not to make the 
proposed change in its classification, raising minimum 
carload of canned goods to 36,000 pounds from 30,000 
as at present, to take effect on July 1. } 

“T would advise,”, said Secretary Wiley, “that can- 
ners in the Western territory take the matter up with 
their division freight superintendents, with the request 
that they notify the Classification Committee that the 
proposed change would be ruinous to the canning in- 
dustry. I also urge that canners act on this matter 
at once. The effect of such a change would be very 
hard on buyers who make their purchases in carload 
lots, basing such purchases on cars containing 500 
cases of tomatoes or 750 cases of corn, which is an 
ample purchase to fill their requirements at one time. 

“This is a matter of the utmost importance to every 
fruit and vegetab!e packer and calls for the immediate 
attention of all. I hope that there will be a shower 
of the most vigorous sort of protests emanate from the

To Commence Enforcement of National 

Food Law. 

Washington advices state that the authorities will 
probably commence the active enforcement of the na- 
tional pure food law within a few days. This in- 
formation is based on the fact that a corps of in- 
spectors has at last been selected and arrangements 
made for putting them to work. 

The new inspectors and chemists are already at 
their stations at different points throughout the coun- 
try, and, having got the necessary laboratory facilities 
in readiness, are prepared to commence their iabors 
at once. It is understood that the inspectors will, as 
a part of their instructions, be taken through a num- 
ber of food manufacturing plants, including canning 
factories at Baltimore and neighboring points, in or- 
der to acquaint them with the most important matters 
to be looked into. 

The Board of Food and Drug Inspection has been 
holding regular meetings in Washington at which 
pure food rulings and other matters of business con- 
nected with the enforcement of the law have been dis- 
cussed. 

It is stated in Washington reports that the careful 
manner in which the national food law is being en- 
forced is attracting the real support of many of the 
better class of food manufacturers who realize that 
the law is likely to advance their interest and to ex- 
tend, rather than restrict, the sale of their products. 
The crucial period in the history of the law is expect- 
ed to come when the inspectors begin to detect adul- 
terations and when suits’ are instituted against those 
found violating the statute. 


World’s Pure Food Show for Chicago. 

The first annua! world’s pure food show will be 
held in Chicago at the Coliseum, November 19 to 27, 
1907, and its promoters state that the plan has already 
enlisted the hearty support and co-operation of many 
of the manufacturers and dealers in all parts of the 
country. Seventy-five awards will be made and as 
many classifications. All of them will be granted un- 
der the direct supervision of the commissions which 





are honorary bodies. An elaborate scheme of decorg. 
tion will be carried out. The first allotment of space 
will not be made to exhibitors before June 1. 

It is the desire of the management to make the an- 
nual World’s Pure Food Show the most attractive ex- 
pesition held in Chicago, and with this idea plenty of 
space has been given up to handle a crowd of 20,009 
spectators daily. 


Issues Volume on the Food and Drugs Act, 


A book that is a study of the Food and Drugs Act 
has been issued by Arthur P. Greeley of Washington, 
D. C., formerly Assistant Commissioner of Patents, 
The volume contains chapters on such general sub- 
jects as “Articles to Which the Act Applies,” “Adul- 
teration,” “Misbranding,”’ and “The Guaranty.” 

In his preface Mr. Greeley says: “In the matter 
here contained I have presented such information 
bearing upon the act as can be gathered from the de- 
cisions given out by the Department of Agriculture, 
the published expressions of opinions of officials 
charged with the enforcement of the Act, and the 
views expressed by those who have studied the Act 
with special care in the interest_of the manufacturers 
of and dealers in particular lines of food and drug 
products.” 

Information on the meaning of the law is of value 
to food manufacturers, but aside from this, the com- 
pilation into a single volume of the official publica- 
tions respecting the pure food law, comprising the 
text of the act, the rules and regulations, the food in- 
spection decisions and the food standard bulletin, with 
cross reference notes, cannot but be of considerable 
value to anyone interested in the law.

The Fresno, Cal., “Republican,” in a recent issue 
gives the following as the reason why the Pacific Coast 
Seeded Raisin Company left each packer free to fix 
his own prices: 

“Following the example of E. H. Harriman, the 
High Five have got out of the way of the Cartwright 
anti-trust law. 

“The Pacific Coast Seeded Raisin Company has re- 
organized or rearranged its method of doing business 
so as not to run afoul of the law which proved such a 
horror to illegal combinations in Ohio. 

“Heretofore the Pacific Coast fixed the price of 
seeded raisins and no member was permitted to sell 
except at the prices named. With the control of the 
seeding patents it was proposed to control absolutely 
the seeded market. 

“Now the Pacific Coast has simply gone into the 
business of manufacturing seeded raisins. It will put 
up in seeded form for its members raisins delivered 
for that purpose and will charge a manufacturing 
price. Other raisins will be seeded, too, although 
naturally preference will be given to the members. 

“The selling price will not be fixed. Each pack 
will be absolutely free to sell at whatever figure he 
chooses—above or below cost.

Fruit-Preserving Industry in the Crimea. 

Consul General Hugh Pitcairn, of Hamburg, writes 
that, according to the Provianteur, an industry has 
in recent years developed in the Crimea the object of 
which is to preserve the rich fruit and vegetable sup- 
plies of southern Russia, chiefly tor consumption in 
the northern regions of that empire. The chief branch 
of this industry is the manufacture of sun-dried fruit ; 
it further embraces the manufacture of grape mar- 
malades in cans and glasses. Of the latter article one 
factory is said to have a yearly output of approxi- 
mately 400,000 cans. Other specialties are pureées, 
stewed fruit, comfits, etc. The present annual out- 
put of four factories alone is estimated to be valued 
at about $250,000. It is believed that this industry 
will develop further, and that it will remain capable 
of meeting competition, particularly foreign, because 
of the low costs of production. 


Northern Ohio Season Backward. 

A prominent packer operating in Northern Ohio 
writes under recent date: 

“Tomato growers in our section are contending 
with a very backward spring for starting plants. 
Large quantities have been destroyed by severe freeze 
every little while up to within three days, the tem- 
perature two nights last week being down to 24 and 
25 degrees respectively. No ordinary protection of 
hot beds can withstand such low temperatures. Last 
night we had frost, temperature being 32 degrees. 
The season is fully two, if not three, weeks behind 
last year. 


To Harmonize Food Laws. 


Commissioner Slater of Minnesota will shortly leaye 
for Washington, D. C., for an extended conference 
with Dr. Wiley, head of the national pure food com- 
mission. At the recent session of the legislature the 
commissioner was given authority to harmonize the 
state pure food law with the national food enactment. 

Moreover Commissioner Slater believes that he will 
be able to secure a ruling in the matter of labels that 
will be of great benefit to food packers. Heretofore 
Dr. Wiley has refused to make rulings in advance of 
the labels being put into actual use, on the theory that 
it was not wise to render decision until the question 
reached his department in the regular course of exam- 
inations. 

The preparation and manufacture of labels is very 
costly and it is a hardship on packers to force them 
to await actual use before the department rules on 
the question of their legality. 

If then Commissioner Slater can accomplish this 
much to be desired ruling, he will be conferring a 
boon on all food packers—Commercial Bulletin, Min- 
neapolis. 





The Horse Still Ahead. 


During the last seven years the number of horses 
in the country has increased about 50 per cent—from 
I 5,000,000 to 23,000,000—but value has increased about 
112 per cent. The average price on the farm in 1900 
is stated at $44.50. In 1907 it is $94.50, the highest 
price of which there is any record. Instead of the 
automobile putting the horses out of business, we are 
farther from the horseless age than ever. Automo- 
biles came along just in time to prevent a horse fam- 
ine. They merely change to some extent his “sphere 
influence.” —Western Horseman.

Fraud in Tinned Goods. 


FROM THE GROCERY WORLD, LONDON, ENGLAND 


Giving evidence’*the other day in the Thames Police 
Court in a case where a man was charged with selling 
unsound condensed milk, Dr. D. L. Thomas, the Medi- 
cal Officer of Health for Stepney, stated that 75 per 
cent of the tinned goods imported from America were 
unlabeled. He declared that British firms receive them 
in this condition, and put their own labels on them, 
and the Stipendiary followed with the remark that 
the sooner the public knew of this state of affairs the 
better. 

Now there is a measure of truth in what the worthy 
doctor said, although he on the whole exaggerated the 
facts. The percentage of unlabeled canned goods im- 
ported to this country from America and treated in 
the manner described is nothing like 75 per cent. But 
apart frcm this, in what does the mere labeling of a 
tin affect its contents? Are they any the less sound 
because the firms to whom the goods are consigned 
prefer to advertise their own name rather than that 
of the Chicago packers, of whom the British consum- 
er knows nothing and cares less? We fear the Med- 
ical Officer of Stepney must select some other scare if 
he wishes to supply good “copy” for papers of the 
sensational type. 

There is, however, a phase of the labeling question 
that merits the serious attention of the authorities and 
of the retail section of the trade. At present the pro- 
visicns of the Merchandise Marks Act, if they are not 
ignored, only meet with negative compliance from 


some of our large wholesale houses. As it stands the 


act does not satisfactorily cover the “sin of omission” 
of which those firms are guilty, since it does not com- 
pel the place of origin to be printed on the label at 
all. Many unlabeled tins of salmon are imported from 
Alaska. Immediately the wholesaler receives them 
he gives them a high-colored label representing a big 
fish, a mountain and a river, and bearing an adjective 
or two over the word salmon. But the words British 
Columbia, or the letters “B. C.,” will be looked for in 
vain. for these wceuld render him liable to prosecution. 
The following extract, taken from the Canadian 
Grocer of a recent date, is interesting in the connection 
mentioned: “It is easy for the careless British public, 
which does not take the trouble to lcok ‘for the place 
of origin,’ to get the dry, hard, pink Alaska salmon, 
when it asks for or thinks it is getting the moist, red, 
highly-flavored salmon from the Fraser. What the 
British purchaser should do is to ask for the kind he 
wants, and see that he gets it. If there is a false label 
he has his man; but if there is that ingenious omis- 
sion, he would, if he were to prosecute the importer, 
have the pleasure of paying the costs of his unsuccess- 
ful venture with the risk of a suit for d:amages. In 
the interest of the Canadian salmon industry, the gov- 
ernment and canners should co-operate in ensuring 
that the place of origin be stamped into the can.”
